sportsman’s chance of watching the 
otter for more than.a fleeting mo- 
ment is one in a thousand. To the 
wildlife. photographer, the picture 
of a family of otter playing in the 
water, or enjoying a slide down a 
steep river bank’'is a long-cherished 
dream—and one which rarely mate- 
rializes, 

Otter Native to Michigan 


The fact that few people ever see an 
otter in the wild does not mean the 
animal is nearing extinction in 
Michigan. Its population is still 
probably just about.as high as ever, 
for this interesting mammal has few 
enemies other than man—and man’s 
trapping activities have a very slight 
effect on population figures, Biolo- 
gists say that-noknownN orth Amer- 
ican animal found in otter’ territory 
is capable of killing them in the 
water, from which ‘they rarely stray 
but a few yards: When surprised 
they are fierce and dangerous fight- 
ers, and in England where otter- 
hunting with dogs is an ancient 
sport, many a valued hound has 
been killed in the fight to the finish 
which is often a result of a meeting.
